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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kempston  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health,  vital  statistics  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1957. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  apart  from  measles,  was  low. 

During  the  last  few  years,  the  number  of  complaints  made  about  the  effect  of  fumes 
from  local  brickworks,  have  been  increasing.  The  complaints  are  of  three  kinds: — 

(a)  the  unpleasant  smell; 

(b)  the  effect  of  sulphur  dioxide ; 

(c)  the  effect  of  fluorides  on  cattle. 

The  County  Council  was  asked  by  the  various  county  districts  concerned  for  their 
assistance.  Following  representation  by  the  County  Council  to  the  Minister  of  Health, 
the  District  Alkah  Inspector  visited  the  county  early  in  December  to  investigate  com- 
plaints about  the  unpleasant  fumes  emanating  from  local  brickworks.  He  saw  represen- 
tatives of  Local  Authorities,  the  National  Farmers’  Union,  the  County  Landowners’ 
Association  and  he  visited  the  brickworks. 

In  the  Chief  Alkah  Inspector’s  report  for  1956  the  following  reference  was  made  to 
this  problem:  “The  matter  of  emissions  from  brickworks  in  the  Peterborough,  Bedford- 
shire, Buckinghamshire  clay  belt  has  again  been  raised.  In  the  years  before  1939  the 
Alkah  Department  was  concerned  mainly  with  complaints  of  offensive  odours  and  in  the 
immediate  post-war  years  with  the  matter  of  fluorine  emissions.  Production  is  mainly  via 
continuous  kilns  and  the  local  clay  is  particularly  attractive  in  that  apart  from  its  exceUent 
brick  making  properties  and  easy  availability  in  very  large  quantities  it  contains  a 
sufficiently  high  content  of  organic  material  to  provide  the  bulk  of  the  heat  needed  for 
burning  the  brick.  The  combination  of  this  clay  and  the  continuous  technique  has, 
however,  the  disadvantage  of  leading  to  destructive  distillation  of  some  of  the  organic 
material  and  emission  of  the  products  of  such  distillation  at  a temperature  insufficiently 
high  for  their  complete  combustion  to  relatively  odourless  compounds.  The  characteristic 
smell  of  these  works  is  due  to  this  circumstance.  Moreover,  some  of  the  fluorine  contained 
in  the  clay  and  which  is  evolved  in  the  high  temperature  stage  of  the  firing,  is  inextricably 
mixed  in  the  kiln  and  flue  system  with  the  oily  mist  from  the  destructive  distillation  of  the 
organic  matter  and  the  water  evolved  from  the  clay  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  firing.  It 
is  only  this  oily  mist  containing  fluorine  emitted  in  the  chimney  gases  which  is  widely 
believed  to  be  the  main  source  of  agricultural  hazard.  There  is,  so  far  as  can  be  at  present 
ascertained,  no  pubhc  health  hazard.  Nevertheless,  the  smell  is  unpleasant.  A careful 
reconsideration  of  the  problem  has  however  taken  us  no  further  than  we  were  in  1948  and 
the  inescapable  conclusion  is  that  the  volume  of  gases  is  so  large  that  there  is  as  yet  no 
practicable  method  of  dealing  with  emissions  from  existing  kilns  and  that  recourse  must 
still  be  had  to  tall  chimneys  as  the  only  remedial  measure”. 
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As  a result  of  the  Inspector’s  visit  certain  proposals  have  been  made,  the  first  and  most 
important  of  which  is  the  setting  up  of  machinery  for  the  measurement  of  the  degree  and 
extent  of  atmospheric  polution  caused  by  the  chimneys  and  at  the  time  of  writing  a 
preliminary  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  districts  concerned  has  agreed  to  set  up  a 
joint  committee  to  explore  the  possibility  of  carrying  this  out  in  co-operation  with  the 
Brick  Companies. 

There  is  Uttle  doubt  that  the  cattle  have  been  affected  by  fluorosis  due  to  grazing  on 
pasture  contaminated  by  high  concentrations  of  fluorine  in  the  fall  out  from  smoke  from 
the  brickworks.  There  is  also  some  evidence  of  corrosion  of  exposed  metal  work  in  some 
districts  and  local  pockets  of  concentrated  fumes  have  affected  vegetation  during  excep- 
tional meteorological  conditions. 

Our  chief  concern  however  is  with  human  health  and  a careful  review  of  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  area  indicates  an  incidence  of  respiratory  illness  well  below  the  national 
average,  and  more  detailed  local  enquiries  from  doctors  practising  in  the  area,  do  not 
indicate  any  increase  of  disease  in  parishes  affected  by  fumes,  although  people  with 
estabhshed  chronic  respiratory  disease  are  doubtless  often  distressed  by  them. 

The  Principal  Dental  Officer  of  the  County  Council  reports  a total  absence  of  dental 
fluorosis  in  school  children  of  the  area  who,  if  anything,  lack  fluorides  in  the  diet.  Exami- 
nation of  urine  samples  also  indicates  the  absence  of  an  abnormal  intake  of  fluorides  by 
human  beings  hving  in  the  area.  This  is  to  be  expected  as  cattle  feed  on  pasture  grass 
which  human  beings  do  not  normally  consume. 

In  spite  of  the  negative  evidence  however  it  is  only  right  that  we  should  remain 
vigilant  and  constantly  searching  for  signs  of  ill  health.  The  unpleasant  smell  of  the  fumes 
in  themselves  is  a sufficient  nuisance  to  justify  further  research. 

As  no  replies  at  all  were  received  to  the  Council’s  advertisement  for  a qualified  and 
experienced  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  to  replace  Mr.  Rawlins  who  resigned  his 
post  in  December,  1956,  this  vacancy  has  remained  unfilled,  and  although  a Building 
Inspector  was  appointed  in  May  to  assist  with  the  ever  increasing  duties  required  to  be 
carried  out  by  your  Surveyor,  it  has  been  found  physically  impossible  for  this  officer  alone 
to  maintain  the  regular  and  desired  routine  visits  and  inspections. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Coimcil  and  Council  staff  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  majority  of  employed  people  work  in  Bedford,  or  at  Brickworks  south  of 
Kempston.  A considerable  number  of  men  and  girls  are  employed  in  engineering  works 
in  Bedford. 

Apart  from  the  electric  lamp  works,  the  remainder  in  Kempston  are  small  concerns 
comprising  a shoe  factory,  leather  works,  iron  foundry,  pattern  makers,  engineering  works, 
crayon  works,  cardboard  box  factory,  tin  works  and  metal  hose  works. 

Full  employment  has  been  enjoyed  during  the  year.  The  main  social  problem  is  still 
the  shortage  of  houses,  although  the  waiting  hst  for  the  tenancy  of  Council  houses  has 
been  drastically  reduced  as  many  people  have  not  re-registered  in  view  of  the  high  rents 
which  are  expected  to  be  charged  for  houses  built  without  subsidy.

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5.  SCHOOLS 


HYGIENE  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 


The  following  schools  are  situated  in  the  district: — 

KEMPSTON  COUNTY  SECONDARY  SCHOOL 

466  pupils  were  in  attendance  at  school  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  school  is  some- 
what overcrowded  with  consequent  deficiency  in  sanitary  offices.  A new  school  is  shortly 
to  be  built. 

BEDFORD  ROAD  COUNTY  PRIMARY  (JUNIOR)  SCHOOL 

188  pupils  attended  the  school  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  school  is  also  overcrowded, 
with  consequent  deficiency  in  sanitary  provision.  Some  of  the  pupils  are  accommodated  in 
the  nearby  Methodist  Church  Hall.  The  budding  of  a new  Secondary  Modem  School 
will  relieve  the  overcrowding  here  as  the  buildings  are  shared. 

UP  END  COUNTY  PRIMARY  (INFANTS)  SCHOOL 

The  number  of  pupils  on  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  264. 

Conditions  are  satisfactory, 

BALLIOL  COUNTY  PRIMARY  SCHOOL 

This  is  a modern  building  and  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

SCHOOL  MEALS 

There  is  a school  canteen  at  Bedford  Road  and  meals  are  provided  at  all  schools. 
Conditions  are  satisfactory. 


6.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(a)  WATER  SUPPLY 

Two  outlying  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  mains  during  the  year  and  apart 
from  two  cottages  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  District  all  premises  are  provided  with 
a piped  water  supply  from  the  Council’s  distribution  mains. 

The  water  supply  which  is  bought  in  bulk  from  the  Biggleswade  U.D.  and  Bedford 
Borough,  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Discussions  which  have  taken  place  between  Representatives  of  Kempston  Urban 
District  Council,  Bedford  Corporation  and  Bedford  Rural  District  Council  have  resulted 
in  a resolution  to  set  up  a Joint  Water  Board  for  the  three  Authorities  and  supply  the 
areas  concerned  with  water  from  the  Corporation’s  supply  extracted  from  the  River 
Great  Ouse.

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  scheme  for  the  re-modeUing  and  enlargement  of  the  Works,  which  was  the 
subject  of  Ministerial  Inquiry  in  1946  unfortunately  still  remains  in  abeyance. 

The  experiment  of  using  layers  of  baled  straw  to  facilitate  sludge  drying  was 
continued  during  the  year  and  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  disposing  of  the  dried 
sludge  to  Local  farmers. 


(c)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

No  complaints  have  been  received  of  river  or  stream  polution  during  the  year,  and 
no  action  has  been  necessary. 
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(d)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  throughout  the  District.  A 16/18  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipper  being  used  entirely 
for  domestic  premises,  whilst  a 10/12  cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicle  has  been  operated 
to  deal  mainly  with  trade  refuse  for  which  service  a charge  of  Is.  Od.  per  bin  or  bin 
equivalent  collected  is  made.  The  estabhshed  practice  of  calling  at  premises  at  a regular 
time  on  a definite  day  each  week  is  much  appreciated  by  residents  and  it  says  much  for 
the  efficiency  and  keenness  of  the  men  employed  on  this  work  when  ratepayers  report  that 
they  are  able  to  set  their  watches  when  the  “dustmen”  call. 

Litter  baskets  on  lamp  posts  and  at  bus  stopping  places  throughout  the  district 
are  provided  in  order  to  discourage  the  deposit  of  waste  paper,  etc.  in  the  streets.  These 
have  been  cleared  daily. 

During  the  year  3,475  tons  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was  collected  and  disposed  of. 

Although  waste  paper  and  cardboard  has  been  collected  no  outlet  for  its  sale  was 
available  during  the  year. 

Revenue  from  sale  of  scrap  iron,  etc.  amounted  to  ;(/14. 

A specialist  firm  employing  mechanical  equipment  for  the  emptying  and  cleansing  of 
all  road  guUeys  once  every  quarter  has  been  engaged.  The  cost  of  Is.  8d.  per  gulley  for 
emptying  represents  a considerable  saving  over  the  cost  of  the  work  previously  carried 
out  by  direct  labour.

(5)  HOUSING  ACT,  1936— PART  IV— OVERCROWDING 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  this  part  of  the  Act  although  records  of  known  cases 
of  overcrowding  are  maintained  which  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department 
mainly  because  the  persons  concerned  wish  to  strengthen  their  application  for  a Council 
House  on  these  grounds.  The  standard  of  overcrowding  is  based  on  the  number  of 
occupants  of  a dwelling  and  the  floor  space  of  the  rooms,  and  much  distress  can  be 
caused  when  two  or  more  famihes  have  to  share  a dweUing  and  its  conveniences  which 
may  be  designed  only  for  a single  family,  though  these  cases  do  not  come  within  the  legal 
definition  of  overcrowding. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  getting  house  repairs  carried  out, 
particularly  with  the  older  types  of  small  dwellings  where  the  controlled  rents  are  so  low 
that  the  carrying  out  of  extensive  repairs  by  the  owners  creates  definite  hardship. 

(6)  HOUSING  ACTS,  1949  AND  1954 

19  apphcations  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received  during  the  period  under 
review.  Grants  totalling  £l,0'i5  were  made  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  17  premises, 
the  total  cost  of  the  works  carried  out  amounting  to  /6,178.  One  apphcation  was 
subsequently  withdrawn  and  in  respect  of  the  remaining  application,  no  grant  was  made. 

(7)  THE  RENT  ACT,  1957 

This  important  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  of  July,  and  the  Council  appointed 
two  members  of  the  Housing  Committee  to  inspect,  with  the  Surveyor,  apphcations 
received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  12  apphcations  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
had  been  received  and  dealt  with.  In  8 instances  Certificates  were  subsequently  issued  by 
the  Council,  whilst  in  the  remaining  4 cases,  undertakings  to  remedy  defects  proposed  to 
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be  included  were  received  from  the  landlords  concerned.  In  2 of  these,  rents  were 
reduced  at  the  end  of  the  six-months  period  on  the  landlords  failing  to  remedy  the 
defects  concerned. 

There  would  appear  to  be  considerable  need  of  follow  up  work  under  the  repairs 
sections  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  1936  if  staff  were  available.

In  addition  test  baiting  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  with 
negative  results. 

All  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  are  promptly  investigated  by  the  Council’s 
Operator,  who  devoted  a considerable  amount  of  time  in  continuing  the  routine  survey 
of  the  district.  It  was  found  that  infestations  at  dwelling  house  properties  were  mainly 
associated  with  the  keeping  of  poultry  or  animals. 

Great  importance  is  given  to  providing  a prompt  and  efficient  service  which,  though 
far  from  self-supporting  from  the  ffiiancial  aspect,  is  felt  to  be  fully  justified  in  preventing 
damage  to  properties  and  foodstuffs,  and  in  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease.
